Committee has primary responsibility for the care of 
the physical plant of Holy Cross Parish, exclusive of 
Holy Cross Cemetery. 


Cadtes’ Altar Soctety- The purpose of this 
organization is to unite all the Catholic women of our 
parish in religious, educational, and social activities, 
to assist the pastor in spiritual and material 
undertakings for the welfare of the parish, and to 
serve as the agency through which the women shall 
participate in the Diocesan program for Catholic 
action.

A Summarized 
History of The 
Church of Holy Cross 


The Church of Holy Cross began in 1851 as a mission 
of the Church of St. Luke in Two Rivers, Wisconsin. 
In 1857, Rev. A.B. Rinkes became the first resident 
pastor. The first church building was built in 1862. 
This building was severely damaged in a storm and in 
1894 a new church was built. The first parish school 
was built in 1907 being staffed by the Sisters of St. 
Francis of Bay Settlement who served until 1986, 
serving 81 years. The school was enlarged in 1913. 
In 1951 the present school, gymnasium, and Sisters’ 
convent were built. Another classroom, office, health 
room, and duplicating room were added in 1978. In 
1961 an addition was added to the church and the 
present rectory was built. From 1986 until 1993 the 
convent was occupied by a pastoral associate when it 
was converted to school administrative offices, 
library, resource room, health room, and faculty 
lounge. The parish has a strong religious education 
program for both grade school and high schoal 
students. During these years a number of priests have 
served the Church of Holy Cross, each sharing his 
particular gifts to make the Church of Holy Cross a 
dedicated people of God.

Our Beginnings 

The Catholic Community of Mishicot gathered for 
prayer and was visited by a missionary priest in 1851. 
Seventy families consisting of the French-Canadian, 
German and French-Swiss organized and built the 
first church of Holy Cross around 1861. Their 
dedication witnessed a strong faith. The Sisters of St. 
Francis of Holy Cross, Bay Settlement, joined us in 
1907 after our first parochial school was built on its 
present site.

We believe in building community through social 
gatherings and parish activities. 


We are committed to be responsible stewards by the 
sharing of our time, talent, and treasure.
